Sir, on behalf of the Government, I entirely associate 
myself with the sentiments expressed by the Lady Member 
and feel that we should observe two minutes’ silence as a 
mark of respect to the late Shri Asaf Ali. 

Mr. Deputy Speaker : As there is no convention of observ- 
ing silence for the death of Ambassadors etc., I rule out the 
suggestion. 

Smt. Masuma Begum : I would like to draw your atten- 
tion to the fact that the Orissa Assembly observed twominut^’ 
silence and the Kashmir Assembly adjourned for the day in 
this connection. In the Parliament also I think they observ- 
ed silence in two mhtotes

Collection of Sales Tax 

*451 (644) Skri Batanlal Koiecha (Patoda) : Will the hon. 
Minister for Finance be pleased to state : 

(а) Whether it is & fact that the sales tax is collected 
by the patels and patwaris on the sales of live-stock by the 
peasants ? 

(б) Whether any representation was made by the 
Congress m.l.a. of Bhir to the Sales Tax Commissioner to stop 
such illegal collection ? and 

(c) If so, what action has been taken thereon ? 

Dr. G.S. Melkote : (a) The Government have authorised 
the Police Patels to collect Sales Tax from dealers in live- 
stock. They, however, collect tax only from the dealers 
and not from the peasants. 

{h) No such application was received either by the 
Commissioner or Dy. Commissioner of Sales Tax Department. 

(c) In view of the answer to question (6) above, this 
question does not arise. 

The hon. Member has asked whether the Sales-tax 
Commissioner or Dy. Commissioner of Sales-tax has 
received any representation in this matter. I may add here 
that the Customs Commissioner has received such a repre- 
sentation and my attention was drawn to this matter. I 
have issued circulars previously on the subject. I have, 
however, again issued another circular today in this respect, 
which I shall read out here, so that the House may kno vv 
its contents. 

“ At the request of this Department instructions 
were issued by the Board of Revenue to all the Police 
Patds to collect sales-tax on sale of cattle from the sellers. 
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Complaints are being received at this office that sales- 
tax is bc'ing collected from small peasants who are 
neither dealers nor casual traders under the provisions of 
the Act. 

The correct position as to from whom sales-tax is to 
be collected is clarified below in accordance with the 
] 3 rovisions of the Act which information may kindly be 
communicated to all concerned. 

Derders in cattle are liable to pay sales-tax to Govern- 
ment on their turnover of sales pro^nded their turnover is 
not less then Rs. 7,500 per annum. As per provisions of 
section 4 of the Act every dealer whose turnover for the 
year is not less than Rs. 7,500 and every casual trader 
whatever be his turnover for the year, shall, save as other- 
wise provided in this Act, pay a tax at the rate of four pies 
in the rupee on so much of his turnover for the year as is 
attributable to transactions in goods other than exempted 
goods. 

* Casual trader’ means a person who, in the period of 
assessment referred to in section 3 or in any year of assess- 
ment referred to in section 4 has not been regularly enga- 
ged in the business of buying, selling or supplying goods in 
the Hyderabad State, but has in such period or year 
been a* party, whether as principal or agent, to occasional 
transactions of a business nature involving the buying, 
selling or supplying of goods in the said State. 

Hence persons who are neither regular dealers nor 
casual traders described above need not pay tax on their 
sales of cattle. It is now clear that peasants with their 
stray sales of cattle need not pay sales tax.” 

I think the whole matter is now clear.

I do not know whether it is the Sales-tax Depart- 
ment or ‘.ome other Department that collects, but at the time 
of lel’ing the cattle certain charges are collected. I do not 
know whether it i-s Salectax Department or not. 

Dr. G. S. 21cI];ote : If the turnover of a sale is not more 
than Rs. 7 ."00 per rnnimi nobody need pay. In order to 
collect Salci-t.‘ x iVom a person selling cattle he should be 
a dealer in crttle first and then the turn-over should be 
above Rs. 7, .100 per annum. Otherwise, no Sales-tax will 
be collected, xks the point is clear noie the question of 
mis-understaiiding will not arise hereafter.

Business of the House 

Mr, Deputy Speaker : It is now' 4 O’clock and the ques- 
tion hour is over. Now Shri V. D. Deshpande. 

Shri F. D. Deshpande : Mr. Speaker, Sir, I present a peti- 
tion signed by Shri B. Narsing Rao, General Secretary, All Hyd- 
erabad Students’ Union and above 2,000 other students from 
various schools of Bhongir, Nalgonda, Medak, Adilabad, 
Khanimam, Aurangabad, ete., regarding the recent decision of 
the H. S. C. Board and the Osmania University Senate in- 
creasing the minimum marks for admission into Colleges. 

Tile Board of Higher Secondary Education. Government of 
Hyderabad and tiie Senate of the Osmania University have 
recently made a decision vitally affecting the interests of the 
students. These bodies have fixed a minimum of 85% on an 
av'ernge for admission into Colleges and 33% for promotions. 
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Tlic petitioueiis jubmit that this deci«-iou curtail, the light 
education and icstriets it. 'Wliile the nnmmitm for the pro- 
motion has been raised from 30% to 33%, that for admis- 
sion to eolieges has been fixed at 35%. Thus, a certain section 
fil* those \\lio hti\ e been declared eligible for the seindces ha\r, 
hosve\er, been denied the right to continue their studies. 

Secondly the ])etitioners say that this is all the more para- 
tloxical in the light of the fact that those olitaining 33 °^ are 
considered eligible for shouldering the responsibilities of ad- 
laiaistration -whereas they an- not allowed to join the colleges. 

The petitioners further say that the restriction for adniis 
sion of science students is very much greater. A minimum of 
40% in science and 50% in elementary mathematics for those 
whose optional subject is not mathematics has been prescribed 
for admission to science colleges. The petitioners submit that it 
seems incongrous that while Government and leaders should be 
emphasising the need of a scientific and technical bias in edu- 
cation and calling for more technicians etc. for the implemen- 
tation of its various programmes of de\ eJopment though these 
very facilities should be denied as never before. The peti- 
tioners further say that they can’t understand hun and -why 
the Government which deprecates the tendency of bookishness 
in their institutions should by its very policy force youngmeu 
to an Arts education oi dubious value in tin- employment 
market. The petitioners further say that this wall result in 
large-scale unernplovment and Government shall ha^ e to face 
it. 

Lastly, the petitioners refer to the various facilities which 
are being denied to the students like lack of adequate labora- 
tory, library and text-book and hostel facilities, the demoralis- 
ing effect of an uncertain economic situation resulting in po- 
verty at home for many a student, the overcrowding of class 
rooms, lack of accommodation facilities in schools and colleges, 
the financial worries of students who can neither pay their 
fees nor buy their text-books, the increasing tendency for 
students to take parl-timi' jobs or tuitions to meet the terrific 
burden of increased tuition and examination fees and increas- 
ed cost of text-book and apparatus etc. and request the 
Government to review the position. Tlie petitioners further 
say that the secret of education such as all of them would 
desire lies in an expanding demot-ratic and progressive educa- 
tion. 

i * finally the petitioners submit that the Government be 
upon so that the pr^ent artificial and unwarranted 
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distinction amongst promoted matriculates be withdrawn ; the 
minimum for promotion be maintained at 80% and the restric- 
tion of college admission be withdrawn. They, therefore, 
request that the Government be pressed upon so that a sound 
foundation for a healthy educational system be laid by imme- 
diately increasing the number of colleges all over the State and 
greater budgetary allocations for education so that better 
hostel and building accommodation, reduced fees etc. come 
within the realm of practical possibilities. 


Mr. Deputy Speaker i The petition which has been present- 
ed by Shri V. D. Deshpande is referred to the Committee 
on petitions. 

Before we proceed to the next item of business, I should 
like to .stress upon the need for taking less time by the 
lion. Members. I would fix the time-limit at half-an- 
hour. Otherwise, 1 am afraid many hon, ^lembers will not 
be able to take part in the discussion. 

L. A. Bill No. I of 1953, the Hyderabad Tenancy 
and Agricultural Lands (Amendment) Bill 1953. 

Shri Frafap Reddy (Wanaiiarthi) : Mr, Speaker, Sir. A 
very importanf hill iias been brought before this House and 
we have to (‘onsider it seriously on its oun merits. Some 
nice epithets like ‘anti-farmer’ and ‘pro-landlord’ have been 
given lo this bill. ‘Give a dog a name and hang it’~that 
seehis to be the idea behind the criticisms. If that be so, 
we have nothing to do with them. In this matter T feel that 
we have to rise above our political leanings and party affilia- 
tions, During the elections, several political parties raised so 
many slogans regarding land reforms. But now I am of the 
view' that we have to consider this bill in a dispassionate 
manner with an .Agricultural bias. 

First of all, we have to see what the National Planning 
Commisson of India says about this. It has given many 
directions amongst which the following are relevant to my 
contentions. The Commission directed that as far as ryot- 
wari landholders are concerned, there should be four limita- 
tions : 

(i) No retrospective effect should be given to th|s 
reform. 
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(ii) There should be no dislnrbarice uf the present hold- 
ings. 

(iii) There should be no iouching ol join! hmiil> and 
succession under the coming Estate Duty Act. 

(h) There should be no restrictions on occupants bus) 
with reclamations. 

The chief criterion is tiiat the t'lheient iood production 
should be encouraged to the utmost extent. After the parti- 
tion of India, the foori situation in India deteriorated to a 
considerable extent, so much so, that most of our finance is 
swallowed by importation of foodgrains and by rehabili- 
tation. In these circumstances, the only one important cri- 
terion with which we have to judge the present bill is 
whether it helps or retards the increased production of food- 
grains. There are no doubt certain defects in this bill of 
W'hieh I am afraid, the increase of food production is not help- 
ed as much as it is desired. The opinions of the leading 
economists of the country and of those who are specialists 
in agriculture are to be considered foremost. It is unfortunate 
that the land reform has been taken up first while other pro- 
fessions are not similarly toucln^d. The Planning Commission 
has noted down such necessity and has given a directive that 
sooner or later, similar reforms should be made in other sec- 
tors of income also. The land reforms will eeitainly lead the 
way in that direction. 

We have to see w'hether wholesale drastic reforms have paid 
good dividenils. I’or this, we have to take note of the efiects 
of the land reforms carried out m Russia and China. In 
Russia, collectivisation of land was carried out. The people 
who were hereditarily attached to their lands 'svere not willing 
to part with them and force was applied in such cases. After 
several years of the working of this scheme, the Russ’ans 
{•laim that they achieved their planning targets. But at what 
cost? At the cost of the loss of millions of human lives and 
millions of animal lives and untold loss of investments ! E\en 
now, we don’t extactly know what really is happening 
behind the iron curtain. China has been advertising 
its achievements to a very great extent, but the figures in 
the Chinese Governement publication of ‘The People’s China’ 
speak otherwise. The Chinese could not produce even that 
which they produced Jaefore the war. According to the Journal 
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‘People’s t’hiiui’ dated February 1, 1050 and May 16, 1950, 
the prodnetion in China before and after the war was as 
follows :

I'l the [H-esent hill, there is a provision for fixing a family 
hokluig. li Is laid (ion u that a land which fetches a net 
mrome of Ks. 800 /- (without deducting the wages of the 
family of foe) will be a family holding. This is not a paying 
thing since every member of* the family of five will be get- 
ting only about seven annas per day while they get more by 
tluing manual labour elsewhere. This terra ‘family holding’ 
is not a new coinage. It is found in other countries either as 
a family larm or economic holding. In America, according 
to the Ilamstead .Act, 160 acres is a ‘family size farm’, i 
Economic holdings In England are from 75 to 100 aeres. In ‘ 
India, various specialists and organisations recommended iii 
various ways. Yesterilay, some hon. Member quoted i 
Harold Mann as saying that 20 aeres should be an economic J 
holding for the Deccan. But he failed to quote apotlfey 1| 
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equally weight) authority. Mr. Keating said that 10 to .jO 
acres should he an, economic lioldiiig in the Deccan. Tlie sann* 
hon. 3Ieinber quoted Mr. Kesiua Iyengar as stating that five 
acres of wet land or 1 .) acres of dr \ land would he an economic 
holding, but failed to quote the proviso that, sncli a holding 
will be for ' a hare suhsistems- living’. 'Hu llydeiahad State 
Congress had opimal tliat 2.) aiTes ’v\onld he a suthK-ient 
economic holding while the Agrarian Reforms Committee o| 
Shri JIadhav Rao laid tliat 10 acres of wet land and .)() acres 
of dry land or 50 acres of black cotton soil land would be 
HU economic holding. 

With the aliove background. \\(* liave to see whether 
fixing of famih' holding of lls. SOO as net income {without 
calculating the w'ages of the ^Members of the family) would be 
an equitable proposition. It is not Experts all over India and 
of Asia have even stated that small holdings are a liability 
than an asset and that they are a national loss. The 
Committee of Asian Regional Conference of 1. L. 0., after 
carefully considering the whole question in October. 1947, 
came to the conclusion that — 

(i) In Asia, small farms give insufiieient income and 
hence there is poverty in Asia. 

(ii) that Agricultural over population should be turned 
over to industries and that mechanisation is not a1 all 
possible in small farms. 

They were also of the ojiinion ihat holders of small farms 
seek work outside and do not give full attention to their 
holdings. Lack of capacity in bu.siness, skill and captial are 
serious handicaps to the holders of small farms. In Netherland 
transfer tif land is not recognised by the Government if 
the purchaser is unable to manage the farni or does not 
pos^ss technical skill and financial qualifications! But in 
India no such thing is found. In Switzerland and Sweden, 
only self-reliant, solvent and qualified farmers are helped by 
the Government State Banks bv way of loans. 

When we talk of small landholders, we have to necessarily 
tSikf about big landholders or landholders, as they are called. 
»e class of big land lords has disappeard or is fastly dis- 
The shades of our present bill have already 
S^f^d far and wide. Big landlords have come within the 
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ceilino limit by ‘-ellinji surplus la,nds or by compromising 
witli their teuiints or by partitions or gifts, which are all 
legitimate. Acc-onliug to the economic survey of India, we 
find that praetiealh the number of big landholders is very 
negligible, as the foi lowing table will bear proof: -

Thus, any agrarian legislation will affect for good or bad 
one-tfiml of (he ana, one-fourth of the total pattedars and 
one-fourth of the total cultivators. 

Tin re iia'i been niueh eritn ism about the eiilmg. It was 
s^iid that at the most Hs. 2.000 - worth of iaiitl maybe fixed 
as a ceiling. W’e, as legislators, are drawing approximately 
Rs. 3,600/- per I'car by w^ay of monthly salaries and daily J 
allowances. \Te cannot in the same breath ask others not to take | 
Its. 3,600/- but to take Rs. 2.000/- only. We must be honest ll 
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to ourselves fiivsi. The eeiiing lixcd i'or Hyderabad is one of 
the lowest fixed so far. In Egy})t. the upper limit of a hold- 
ing is 200 acres. Pay ment to dispossess! d owners of ex'cess 
land IS paid in 80 yearly instalments of Government Treasury 
Bonds on the basis of the prevailing land prices. This has been 
stated in the Economic Digest. London, September. 19,52. 
On the other hand, in Hyderabad, tlic bill under considera- 
tion pays very little and the Opposition wants to pay a 
nominal conijiiensaiion 1 


In East Germany under the Soviet rule, the upper limit 
of landholding is 100 hecatares or 250 acres, whereas a 
family unit is fixed at 12 1 acres. Thus the ratio hetw^een 
a family holding and the ceiling is 1 to 20 "whereas in our 
bill it is only' 1 to li-|, over which there is so much opposition. 
In Italy 741 acres is the upper limit. Efficient lands are 
exempted from ceiling there and 40“o pi’oduction above the 
average is considered to be an efficient managment. In 
Pol ami the ceiling is 180 hecatares or 475 acres. In South 
.4meriea, farm units from 800 to 700 acres have been 
recommended for efficient and mechanical operations. 

In this connection, 1 wish to quote the opinion of a top- 
ranking Communist, Mr. Nambudripad. In his book ‘‘The 
Agrarian Question in India” he says that he is against fixing 
an upper limit for holdings of lands and that big farms alone 
will help greater production by applying scientific methods. 
He is strongly in favour of the elimination of the absentee 
landlords. 

Now X quote the opinion of the hon. the Leader of the 
Opposition Shri V. D, Deshpande. In an interview he gave 
to the correspondent of ' Andhra Patrika ’ he gave 
out certain views which were published in that Paper on 
1-8-1952. He said: “We (that means the underground 
Communists of the ‘Rath-ki-Sircar’) divided land per family 
at the rate of 20 acres of wet land or 1 00 acres of black 
cotton soil or 200 acres of chalka land. It was before 1947”. 
Shortly after, they changed their opinion. He further stated 
as follows: “Six months before the Police .\ction we distribut- 
ed land at the rate of 5 acres of wet land or 50 acres of black 
cotton soil or 100 acres of chalka land. In this way we dis- 
posed of 10 lakhs of acr^”. This was the achievement of 
the ‘Rath-ki-Sircar’! 
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In U. P. th< Goveruenient after a careful enquiry found 
that redistribution of land was impossible and impraeticabk 
for 1ht‘ following reasons i 


1. Land available nas iwgligible. 

2. Redistribution will be opposed h} substantial 
tenants. 

3. It Will reduce gram in the market. Therefore, that 
proposition nas rejected. 

Let us see if there IS an\ visible gam in the agricultural 
profession m the c.xistmo conditions. Agri(*ultural experts 
have opined thai there is no gain in agi’iculture in India. 
Shri Xaravausnamy in his nork ‘Economies of Indian Agri- 
<*n It urt' has shown that agricultural statistics maintained 
show that out of every five years, one year is a good year, 
one a bad year, and the rest of three years are neither good 
nor bad. The goo<l and bad years cancel out each other. 
The net result is that the Indian farmer has a bare subsis- 
tence living. It has been rightly said that Indian agricul- 
ture is a gamble in rains. ITic average yield in India is one 
of the lowest as eompari'd wit h other (‘(entries. I will only 
show three instances of the production of rice per acre in

Sugar production of India is 1/8 of that of Cuba, l/6th 
o{ Java and l/7th of llawai. Tlie average income of an Indian 
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agriculturist is Es. or beJow C 3 whemis m Englaud it is 
£ 95. This intbrniation I have taken from the Indian Banking 
Enquiry Committee’s Report. In view of these farts and 
figures the ceiling of Rs. 300/- net income per month for th« 
inggest farmer m the State is lou. unpist and ineqnil able. 

The effect ot the legisialion is to be guaged in this pers* 
peetne. One h on. .Member yesterday said that this biU will 
be a permanent statute. I doubt that very much. The subs- 
tantial farmers too are doubting for good reasons. The) 
have seen that the Madhavrau Committee made certain 
drastic changes. Within an year and a half those rules were 
chanjged and the ceilings were cut doum by one-half. Again 
within an year and half of this change, u e are having another 
cut which may be more than half of the pre\ ailing cut. We 
are not certain of the future. The ryots uho thought tfed 
the land the\ bought and secured uas really their o\vn. sunk 
their money in it in building paeca welis, in bunding and 
levelling erosive farms, in enriching the soil by good manure, 
and in man) other waj s. Now' they ha^’e lost interest in tin 
lands w'hicli means a national loss in the win of less produc- 
tion, 

xkurther Young, an agricultural s[)ccia]ist said tliat “tlie 
magic of ownership of property turns sand into g«ild". Now 
(»ur reforms ma\ turn gold into sand m ihc ease of lands. 
Mr. Sismondi said ’‘the true *-avings bank is the sod” liut m 
future the soil will bean untrustworthy and tailing bank. 
My personal \ lew is that a contented middle class is the back 
bone of a country’s progress. I am not alone in holding 
this view'. I’hc economists of India argue in the same 
way. The Economic Advisei to the Go\t. of Madras in his 
public lecture perhaps in the month of JSepteml er, 1952, said 
that ceiling should not be resorted to and that niidd'e classes 
should not he disturbed as it would mean a fall lu the 
produi'tion of foodgraiiis. Hhri Kesha\ a Iyengar, who has 
been quoted very often by the hon. Members of the Opposi- 
tion, has written a series of articles on this land problem 
and, if I understand him right, his opinion is that substantial 
landholders of this country should not be disturbed in any 
way. In general, the opinion of the economists of India is 
that the land reforms should be view'ed in the light of more 
production ; and in their view small holdings do not produce 
wore, 
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Some of the Members have said that the bill is full of 
defects. I too am of a similar opinion, but my opinion is 
from a different angle of vision. In the definition of ‘ agricul- 
ture’ grazing is also included by this bill. Since Hyderabad 
is short of cattle, it is very necessary that grass lands should 
be set apart for the improvement of cattle. In my opinion, 
10® 0 extra on every fanner’s holding should be set apart for 
grazing [)urposes ol the cattle of tlie farmer. Regarding 
payment to landholders on lands in excess of the ceiling or 
on lands which are in the possession of tenants, the bill lays 
down a lo^v payment which is against the spirit of the 
Indian Constitution. Since patta lands are neither jagir lands 
nor inams nor ‘makhtas* nor lands which have been acquired 
freely in any way, full and equitable compensation should be 
given if we have to observe the spirit of the Indian Consti- 
tution. The relation of the price of land with the revenue 
and rent paid is not equitable. According to the present 
bill, it it is chalka iaml 15 times the revenue should he paid 
for each acre ot land and if it is black cotton soil it should 
be 00 times the land rexenuc. According to the estimates 
of the ‘Rural Eeonoinn* Rnquirus. Hyderabad State, I94y-.51’ 
(pagi 170) the following statemeut shows the relation

Similar disp.J'ify a'>so is observed in the ease of wet lands 
which I do not wish to mention here for lack of tune. 

The estimates of payment that have been fixed in this 
bill by the Congress Party is itself low. But the hon. the 
Leader of the Opposition has proposed that a nominal 
compensation of twice the land revenue should be paid 
to the land-owner. In this conneetion I am reminded 
of a li^^ely quarrel between two Telugu poets who quarrelled 
in poetical rhyme as follows. One said that we can give one 
point to a ‘komtee’ (the merchant) and drag 10 points from him. 
His brother poet was furious at his partiality and hb-'rality 
and abused him and corrected him by saying that we should 
take ten points from the ‘komtee’ without giving h im 
even one. Now, here also the Congress Party wants to give 
one point and take ten from the landholders, whereas the 
Opposition says that it -will not give e^^en one, but will 
take 10 from the landholders. This method of taking over 
the land is unconstitutional, un|ustand inequitable. 

In spite of the numerous defects in this Bill, however, I 
welcome this Bill and hope that it would be unanimously 
passed. 

*Shri A. Raja Reddy (Sultanabad): Mr. Speaker, Sir, Before 
1 proceed with my speech, I crave the indulgence of the 
House to allow me to speak in English — at least this time — 
because I feel that I will be able to express better in that 
language.

In order to understand the two concepts of 3-Family hold- 
ings and 4|-Family holdings, we have to first take up the 
national economy point of view.

duction. So far as further production is concerned or increas- 
ing production is concerned, nobody on t’nis s'de is going to 
disagree with them. The sole purpose ultimately must be, 
more production. That must be our ultimate object : there is 
no doubt about it and nobody on this side is going 
to disagree with them. But the whole fallacy lies in the 
very theory and principles upon which this so-called theory 
is based. That theory is like this : when they say, ‘more 
production’, they mean ‘ more marketable surplus’, not 
necessarily the ‘ overall aggregate more production.’ I cali 
another theory, the peoples’ theory which I will put like 
this : when we say ‘ more production’, v\e mean ‘ more pro- 
duction, not necessarily more marketable surplus ’. According 
to the first theory, it means moi-e surplus but less overall 
aggregate production less feeding of the least number of 
peasantry. According to the other, it means more (jverail 
aggregate production but less marketable surplus, more fccd- 
i?^ m the most peasantry. The one is based upon modly 
starving peasant economy ; the other, upon a prosperous 
peasant economy. A third point that comes in this is : the one 
is based upon a dissolvent famine agricultural economy : The 
other is based upon a solvent prosperous agricultural eccnomy. 
The one yields seemingly surplus marketable production ; the 
other yields real surplus. I'he so-called seemingly maketable 
surplus, according to the first theory, is absorbed or rather 
go® back in the form of famine relief to the hungry peasantry 
in those areas ; • whereas the other yields a constant and 
ethe-increasing surplus.

Our vietv is : w^e do not want 
mure prouuchun in the sense that it is an over all aggregate 
more prudael on L.ised upon not on the starving peasantry, but 
upf<n the hiding of the most number of the peasantry in the 
rural ureas. It maj be, to begin with, we get a marketable 
surplus ; but as time goes on, the surph's will constantly in- 
crease, based as it is on a pro perous agricultural economy. 
The other economy whith is dissolvent and which is famine 
stricken, will nut aihnt a’constant and an ever increasing market- 
able surp 'us. On the other hand, the so-called seemingly 
surplus markenJi’i production will have to go back to subsi- 
dise or to I'eid a f: m ne-stricken agricidh lal peasantry. So, 
now weha''e to cIioojC between these two theories. There 
is a fallacy in tni ' o-cal ed production theory of the Congress. 
They do not care w Ik i her laml is given to all or whether all 
pc isants a c engaged or not or whether a 1 tabour is employed 
or not and whither the> are fed or not. That is not at all 
more prud.n lion; it is simply surplus which thus want to 
ohtan b\ a'ar\ir 2 , by not all owing people to work, by not 
allowing than a hie in the rural icononi} and in that way 
tiny want to get the so-ealled marketable surplus. That is 
not more proihiciion. According to iheir theory, if they 
star, c the people tht'y may get more surplus, but according to 
onrlhcory, if it is implemented, though in the beginning we may 
get only sm ill su. plus yet it goes to feed the most number 
of peasantiy, intlu long run. \\'e will get an overall aggregate 
more production and 1 his surplus will be based upon a sol- 
vent agric.iltural economy. This is constant and increases 
year by year and thetV will be no need, here and there or now 
and then, to subsidise or to feed the famine-stricken agri- 
cultural peasantry.

Yet the Congress thinks on those lines ; llic‘v say 
they want sufficient farms, othenvise, they cannot* he'-e 
marketable surplus. Efficient farming there must be; good 
management there must be : and all this for what pupa e ? 
For marketable surplus. That is the be-all and ciul-all of the 
land reform policy that is being pursued by the Congress. 

According to this theory and according to this formula 
I havejust mentioned, the Five YearPlanhas been prepared ai.d 
all the States in India are asked to legislate the so-( ailed ‘Land 
Slanagement Legislation’. This is the point of view of the 
Congress. If that point is understood then the so-eaOed ceil- 
ings of 8 Family holdings and 4| Family holdings in our present 
bill become easy of iinders Landing. What then is this ‘Land 
Management Legislation’. What is its purpose ? The purpose 
is marketable surplus, according to them. For that, they will 
say : ‘in the agricultural sector we are not going to put a ceil- 
ing on the holdings and going to take away the rest of the 
lands ; it is not like that. We are mainly or mostly concerned 
with marketable surplus. Therefore, if we do not lay 
down certain so called standards of efficient cultivation the land-

But the compensation is not in the 
scn>e of price'. It is in the sense as can be gleaned from 
sec. 58, sub-sectiou (7). It clearly shows that it is compen- 
satiou for any loss that accrues to the landlord in connec- 
tion vith the assumption of management, during the period 
of nidn.ig* me it, and viiile returning the land. The loss 
thus acer uni has to j»e paid by Go\ eminent by way of com- 
pensation. Noi oiiiy that ; A District Magistrate will de- 
cide the so-c riled compensation. This is what the land legis- 
lation nnans uptillnow. I want to explain the so-called 3- 
Family hohungs and 4]-Family holdings limits. These limits 
are pureH under land management legislation. Their sole 
purpose is to increase national production and the limit is not 
for the pur})ose of taking surplus lands for redistribution. 
That prim iple is not accepted by the Congress. Making that 
much < lear, I shall now proceed further. 

There are tvo ceilings here ; 8-Family holdings and 41- 
Family hob lings. T have again to say that both these ceilings 
are for the purpose of increased marketable surplus grain 
only. The tliiTorence is this much. If the landlord who has got 
lands above the 3-Family holdings limit, does not cultivate 
efficiently, then the management of his land will be assumed 
by the Government. Wliat about the other case? There is 
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another prov'sion about 4|-Fami!y holdings. Even if the land- 
lord cultivates efficiently, even then the land will be taken 
over. So, fur both the ceihngs, the purpose and pmeiple is 
the same. The ceiling- is for the purpose of . icreased produc- 
tion and nothing else. One should not be deceived in any 
way with the popular phra-eology or the slogan. There is 
nothing of that kind m the theory and that I want to make 
clear. So many hon. Members are speaking very vaguely to 
the effect tiiat we have brought them (landlords) down from 
heaven to the eirth. I could not understand them. On wdiich 
section of the bill are they basing their arguments? Is there 
any section which provides tor acquisition. I may tell the 
House even that principle is not accepted by the Cengress High 
Command or by the authors of this bill. There is no doubt 
about it. 


Next, what is the policy of the Congress with respect to 
redistribution of land. Does it think that there is a landlord 
feudal class feeding upon the peasantry, a parasitical cLss, 
which must be removed? No. Does the Congre-s think that 
in the interests of national production, the atohtion of land- 
lordism and the redistribution of the land is necessarj. ? C( r- 
tainly, not. The Congress looks at the redistribution }>roblera, 
not from the point of view of more production, not from the 
point of view of eliminating parasitical landlord c’ass, but 
from the so-called socialistic point of view. I^Tiat is this 
Socialistic point of view ? It says there is mal- 
adjustment and there needs to be readjustment so that 
we may minimise the disparity between the holdings. This 
is a vague indiscriminate and meaningless plan of the 
Congress. This, I want to show to the House very clesirly. So, 
the result is their policy about the redistribution of lands is 
only one of readjustment. I could not understand on what 
basis and on what principle and with what object this so- 
eallcd readjustment is going to take place. That is my 
question. 

How does this readjustment go on? There are three 
methods of redistribution. The one is confiscat'nn and tlistri- 
bution ; the second is compulsory acquisition and compen- 
sation ; and the third is the method of enabling the tenant 
to purchase the land. It is the third method that the Con- 
gress has followed. That is the solution that has been very 
ihgenioiisly found out by the authors ot this bill to enable 
the foor |>easant or t®*ant to purchase the land, Really,

Even this right of purchase is subjected to three family 
holdings to be left out to the landlord. This is another point 
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Regarding the price policy in general, I would like to 
submit that after reading clause 31 (a) as well as the defini- 
tion, I am convinced that with respect to proprietors of 
land, we have been given the right to legislate, even without 
compensation if we so like. We need not, therefore, labour 
under the impression that it is not allowed. 


As for the price fixed for protected tenants to purchase the 
land, I regret to state that market value has been fixed. I 
should like to ask : What credit is given to the vested right 
which the protected tenant has already got ? Has he any 
right at all ? He has simply to pay the whole 
price. Is it justice ? Not at all. Instead of dilating any 
further on this point I would like to read out a few relevant 
sentences from the Madhav Rao Committee’s Report : — 

‘ Firstly, we are of the opinion that neither the market 
value nor the annual gross produce is the proper criterion 
for the computation of the reasonable price, a protected 
tenant has to pay. Juridically, it is said ownership is a 
bundle of rights. Exhypothsi even before he attempts to 
purchase the land cultivated by him, a protected tenant 
has, by law, some very substantial rights in it. To the 
extent such rights inherent in him, they detract from the 
absolute ownership which might have vested in the land- 
lord before. The rights that, thereafter, vest in the land- 
lord are not consequently, rights of the absolute or full 
owner of the property. If the protected tenant wants to 
buy out the interests remaining with the landlord, what he 
has to pay for is not therefore, a complete right of owner- 
ship as in an ordinary transaction of sale. A transaction 
of sale between a protected tenant and the landlord amount 
to a transaction in respect of only such of the rights out of 
that bundle of rights constituting full ownership that still 
reside in the landlord as partial owner. There is absolutely 
no justification, therefore, for forcing the protected tenant 
to pay to the landlord the market value, as in an ordinary 
transaction of sale in favour of a person who has no pre- 
existing rights in the subject matter of sale,” 

So, from the above, it will be clear that the Agrarian 
Reforms Committee has opposed the fixing of price on market 
value. Even though the members of the Congress party talk

Shri Devi Singh Chaukan : May I draw the attention of 
the hon. Menaber to clause 25 — page IS — of the Bill which 
will correct his statement ? 

Shri A. Raj Reddy : I might inform the hon. Minister 
that I had studied the bill for more than seven days and I 
could claim more knowledge on this subject than the hon. 
Minister. I can throw a challenge on this matter It is 
clearly laid down in clause No. 88 (e) that if the land %vhich is 
going to be sold to the tenant comes to less than three family 
holdings, he can cultivate it personally within two years’ 
time and then if he can’t cultivate it, the land will go to the 
tenant. It passes one’s comprehension whether any right 
is left with the tenant at all. 

Keeping aside all these ‘buts’ and ‘ifs’, th*i ilembers on the 
treasury benches go on saying that theyJ'ave given bene- 
volent provisions in clause 88. They go on saying that the 
tenants will have choice either to pay in lumpsum or lo pay 
in ten instalments in eight years’ time and so on. Why all 
this talk when the very basic right is taken away from the 
hands of the tenant? I can only say that what they la% 
about is illusory and disruptive because the right of the 
tenant has been taken away already. I would, therefore, 
request the hon. Members to read clauses 38 and 38 (e) to- 
gether.
